Quebec, May 8.—Shortly after 9 
o'clock last night as the Dominion gov¬ 
ernment ice-breaker Montcalm was 
turning in the river, making for the 
Allan wharves, she was run into by 
the C. P. R. line steamer Milwaukee, 
which was on her way to Montreal. 
The Milwaukee struck the Montcalm 
on the starboard side, about 60 feet 
from the bow. cutting a bad hole from 
eight to ten feet wide. 

The Montcalm, which Immediately 
began to fill, was headed for her 
moorings at the Polnte-a-Carcy 
wharf. Her aft watertight compart¬ 
ments were Immediately closed, but 
she began to settle forward. 

The Montcalm has been in drydock 
jail winter underglng extensive jpe- 
palrn, and had just arrived up from 
Gaspe, where she was engaged In 
breaking up the Use at the entrance to 
that harbor. 

The Milwaukee apparently suffered 
no damage, and continued on her way 
to Montreal. 

To-day the Montcalm is almost com¬ 
pletely submerged, only the funnel 
being exposed to view.

NANAIM0ITES LACK~ 

ACCOMM ODATION 

Building of Houses Not in Pro¬ 
portion to Increase of 
Population^ 


(Special Correspondence). 

Nanaimo, May 8.—The pressing need of 
(Nanaimo for the past two years has been 
more houses. While the population of the 
city has been Increasing the building of 
houses has not kept pace with It, and as 
a consequence whole families have been 
llvtnjr In two and-three rooms watting for 
the chance to get a vacant house. This 
spring, however, there are hopeful ind'ea- 
tiona that this scarcity of houses is about 
to be remedied. Not for several years nas 
there been so much building under way as 
there has been and Is at present. Quite a 
number of new residences are going up 
and many new ones are planned. Not only 
Is this building not confined to the residen¬ 
tial section, but there has also been con¬ 
siderable building going on In the business 
portion of the city. One new store build¬ 
ing has been completed and four other 
stores are now under course of construc¬ 
tion, and the remodelling of a prominent 
business block Is talked of. Despite the 
dullness prevailing all last winter and the 
fact that the mines are not yet working 
full time, business men are not complain¬ 
ing. There have been no failures, de-' 
,monstraUng the stability of the city, and 
business men generally are looking for¬ 
ward to the prosperity which everyone be¬ 
lieves 4s ahead of the ally and district.

A story of the present conditions of 
South Africa, the Congo Free State 
and the northwestern part of Rhodesia 
is brought from South Africa by John 
Glicksman,* mining engineer, explorer 
and soldier, of the late South African 
war, which tells of the great depres¬ 
sion at present felt In civilised Africa, 
of the future of the Congo as a mining 
country, should It ever be opened, and 
of the notorious Zulu chief, Dinlsulu, 
who Is at the present time standing his 
(rial before the British authorities at 
Natal on every crime In the calendar, 
numbering in all eighty charges. 

Mr. Glicksman was a trooper In the 
Imperial Llghthorse. under Colonel Ed¬ 
wards, and was also through the first 
and second Matabele wars. He said 
when seen at the fiffllSfSS hotoj this 
morning, that he has been up the Con¬ 
go river In Congo Free State on an ex¬ 
ploring trip, where he found the rich¬ 
est mineral country In the whole world, 
which If ever thrown open will show 
surprising resuits. That country at 
present Is a Belgian possession, and has 
of late been under the notice of the 
House of Commons on account of the 
attrocltles that were reported as hav¬ 
ing been perpetrated there by the Bel¬ 
gian officials. These, he says, consist¬ 
ed principally of the chopping off of 
hands, but declares the acts were not 
I the work of the officials but were done 
by the Kaffir chfefs as a punishment 
for tribal wrongs and seductions. The 
cause of the reports Is, he says, the 
work of the missionaries who are not 
welcomed by the Belgians, and the mis¬ 
sionaries are constantly stirring up 
strife In an endeavor to obtain the aup- 
port of other nations. The country Is 
thick with game and anything from 
antelope to elephant can be found In 
every part of It. There is. however, a 
dread scourge there which has been 
the cause of an enormous death rate. 
This In the Tsstssto fly, which from Its 
sting poisons cattle, and Is also respon¬ 
sible for the sleeping sickness from 
which thousands of the natives and 
many white people die annually. 

The sleeping slcknes Is caused from 
a bite of the Tsetsete fly In the middle 
of the back along the spine. The sting 
is the means of sending the attacked 
person to a sleep, from the effects of 
which they usually die In the course 
of six months, meantime having to he 
fed hy hand. This sickness, says Mr. 
Glicksman. is devastating the whole of 
the Central Africa. The files run In 
belts and are found always in the 
neighborhood of the buffalo, where they 
subsist on the animal excrement. There 
has to date been found no remedy for 
this disease although various experi¬ 
ments have been made In searching out 
a cure for the fatal sickness. Through¬ 
out the regions where these files are 
seen t here are also fotfhff fiuhifreff* of 
dead bodies lying on the ground In a 
state of decomposition. 

Of Northwest Rhodesia. Mr. Qllcks- 
man says the concessions are owned 
principally by the Tanganyake con¬ 
cessions company- and the Northern 
Copper Company. There Is rich cop¬ 
ier and lead there, and It Is a splen¬ 
did cattle country, the best In the 
world he says, when the game has 
been killed off. The Kafue river (the 
place of the Hippo) where Mr.’ OJIrks- 
man spent seme time on an explor¬ 
ing trip, abounds with hippopotamus 
and crock odlles and othe r game of ail 
kinds, but the tnhsbitants are sub¬ 
jected to malaria and its aftermath, 
the black water, which Is also the 
cause of a large death rate. The 
country is waiting for the completion 
of the railway, when it will be opened 
up and many rich mines developed, 
but for the Individual prospector it has 
no chances whatever. 

On South Africa, Mr. Glickman says, 
there is at the present time great suf¬ 
fering from a great depression which 
lias been caused by the loss of faith 
in the mining ventures that were foist¬ 
ed on the British public and from 
want of targe capital to open up new 
mines. The labor market la now prac¬ 
tically free from Chinese labor, and 
the last thousand of Chinese will 
leave there at tlie end of this year. 
Speaking on the Introduction of Chin¬ 
ese labor into South Africa, Mr. 
Glickman said that It was the great¬ 
est crime ever perpretated In the his¬ 
tory of South Africa. The Chlnesa 
who were imported were, he says, the 
werat of criminal China, and Infamous 
attrocltles followed on their Introduc¬ 
tion which never reached publicity. In 
five or six years he affirms 8outh Af¬ 
rica will be a good country to go tt* 
but never as good a* It .has been. 

On the native question Mr. Glick¬ 
man talked of Chief Dinlsulu, who will 
In all probability be sent to St. Helena 
for his crimes. Dinlsulu has previous¬ 
ly been Imprisoneded Helena, 

and since his return to South Africa 
has been busy compiling a long 
list of all the high class crimes In the 
universe and many of the lesser ones, 
counting murdet and arqon. He at 
present faces eighty different charges 
for different crimes, and the authori¬ 
ties are confident of rending him to 
8t. Helena from where be ts not ex¬ 
pected to return, as he Is now over 
sixty years of age. An English bar¬ 
rister, who was sent out by the mis¬ 
sions to defend the chief, listened, 
says Mr. Glickman, to a statement of 
the facts from the accused and in¬ 
stantly threw up the case.

Old tlhters and new timers look at 
the accompanying cut of an envelope! 
It wag receive^ from England in 1863 
by my father. The three stamps on ft 
show a value of S4c.—one shilling, one 
four pence and one penny. It is only a 
•ingle letter^ and a small one. at that 
In fact, If It were, any larger It would 
have had more postage on it. Just^ 
thin k of th e difference between now 
and then. The first postmaster I re¬ 
member m Victoria was J. D’ewes. 
Something went wrong with the finan¬ 
ces during his Incumbency and he sud¬ 
denly disappeared with a larger wu m 
for a more congenial clime (Australia, 

I think). D'ewes had one clerk to as¬ 
sist him in the work of the post office, 
by name J. M. Morrison. He was suc¬ 
ceeded by Mr. Henry Wootton. father 
of Stephen Wootton. registrar-general, 
and Edw’ard Wootton, the barrister. 
Mrs. Wootton. senior, is still with us, 
hale and hearty, I am glad to say. Tlie 
late J. M. Sparrow was also connected 
with the early Victoria post office with 
Mr. Wootton. I well remember when 
the past office was on Government 
street, opposite the C. P. R- telegraph, 
office. In a small wooden structure with 
a verandah In front, as was the fashion 
in those days for all business places. I 
also remember it when it was on Wharf 
street, north of the* Hudson’s Bay Com¬ 
pany's store, occupying the lower floor, 
while Edward B, Marv i n’s satl-l of t oc - 
cupled the upper. The staff then con¬ 
sisted of Mr. Woottbn, ancl J. M. Spar¬ 
row. as before stated, with occasional 
extra assistants, say on the arrival of 
an English mail, whl-.h came then via 
the Isthmus of Panama, and 8an Fran-' 
cisco. The “whole staff” had to work 
hard then, and long hours, even into the 
morning. I have seen a line of letter 
hunters reaching from the post office up 
Wharf street nearly to Yates,- waiting 
for the mail to be sorted and the wicket 
to open. I especially remember one 
evening in 1865. The San Francisco 
steamer had arrived In the afternoon at 
Esquimalt. and at 8 o'clock there had 
not been a letter delivered, although 
the stafT had worked like beavers to 
get the malls sorted. The malls from 
Europe arrived about twice a month, 
and not regular at that.' The Colontst 
would state that “thorn was no mall 
again." but that It -might be expected 
to-morrow. It was a day of Importance 
when It did arrive, and people naturally 
were a nxious t o get their letters.

The British government will bestow 
pensions of five shillings a week upoo 
all persons over seventy years of age 
living In the United Kingdom who' are 
not In receipt of a certain annual In¬ 
come. Such is ^he announcement of 
Premier Asquith, speaking as Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer. The .allow¬ 
ance Is not of very Imposing dimen¬ 
sions, but It will suffice as a beginning 
in a movement which will spread.

"It Is hardly probable that all of the 
forest tands on the islands are as rich 
as this: though many are richer. If the

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| of for tho production of steel, although 
the difference in price of these mater¬ 
ials would be sufficient, to pay fur ail 
the electrical energy needed for the 
direct production of steel from iron 
ore, ami it is surprising that this more 
attractive proposition has not gained 
more attention from metallurgists. 

A number of experiments have been 
made on the direct reduction of steel 
fiom iron ore in the electric furnaee. 
tut the most satisfactory work that has 
been accomplished relates to the pro¬ 
duction o( pig iron from the ore, and 
this will be described first. This work 
haabten carried out by Heroult. Keller 
Olid otlicrs. The furnaces they have 
adopted are similar to the one employed 
by Heroult recently in the experiments 
at Sault Ste, Marie. This consisted <>; 
a vertical shaft similar to a small blast 
furnace. In which bung a central rarfron. 
and served as the other electrode, the 
electric current passing between the 
han*lng electrode and the molten metal 
in the crucible of the furnace. The ore. 
with fluxes and carbon sufficient for Its 
chemical requirements, was fed in 
around the vertical • leetrode, and be¬ 
came heated and melted by the heat 
produced by the passage of the cur¬ 
rent. The electric current in this fur- 
nnco produces enough heat to carry out 
Chemical reactions Involved In the re¬ 
duel jon of the ore to metal, and the 
fusion of the resulting pig iron and 
sla g. The 'carbon Is required for the 
reduction of irojt o xide to metal and for 
the carburisation of the metal to form 
pig iron. 

The Keller furnace is practically the 
same as the Heroult furnace, except 
that it c onsists o f two shafts Instead of 
one arid that these two shafts are 
worked In conjunction with one anoth¬ 
er. the current entering through the 
vertical electrode in one shaft and leav¬ 
i n g-b y . i hs vortical electrode in the oth¬ 
er shaft. A connecting trough- .or 
passage enables the electric cur¬ 
rent to flpw from one part 
of the furnace vo the other, and serves 
to collect the resulting pig iron and 
slag from both of ttnr shafts. .This has 
the advantage of using a higher voltage 
than the single shaft furnace of Her- j 
milt.

Electric Smelting 

of Iron Ores 


Paper Read by Alfred Stahafleld, D.Sc., at Ottawa Meeting .of Canadian 


Mining Institute. 


In view of the many recent attempts 
that have been made to employ elec¬ 
trical energy Instead of fuel for the 
emelting of Iron ores, it appears worth 
while to Indicate, In a short pajper 
What can probably be accomplished In 
this direction, the manner in which the 
successful results can be obtained. ami 
the advantages .and drawbacks of the 
electrical process. - -- 

In ordinary metallurgy of Iron the 
ore is smelted In a blast furnace with 
coke, producing pig Iron. This is an 
alloy of Iron with some 2 per cent, to 
4% per cent of carbon, % per cent, to 
4 per cent, of silicon and small quan¬ 
tities of other elements. It Is decidedly 
more fusible than wrought iron or 
steel, and on this account 1 b very suit¬ 
able for foundry purposes: Bessemer 
steel and open hearth steel are made - 
from pig Iron'by removing from It in 
the Bessemer converter, of the open 
hearth furnace, a considerable propor¬ 
tion of the carbon silicon, etc., which 
It contains, the product being nearly 
pure iron retaining a little carbon and 
some manganese. 

Crucible steel is used for tools. It 
contains about 1 per cent, of carbon, 
and is made by adding the necessary 
amount of thi^ element to pure varie¬ 
ties of iron or steel, and melting the 
material In crucibles so as.to obtain a 
perfect sound product. 

Electrical energy hns recently been 
employed to replace,-in such opera¬ 
tions, the heat which—Is ordinarily ob¬ 
tained by burning fuel. Electrical en¬ 
ergy Is somewhat expensive, and It was, 
naturally employed at first for the pro- ! 
ductlon of the more Valuable products,-I 
such as crucible steel, where the cost 
is of less importance. The electrical 
production of cast steel for tools and 
similar purposes may be accomplished 
In two ways—( 1 ) by melting dow 


sembles an open hearth furnace, 
through the roof of which hang two 
largo carbon electrodes. Electrical con¬ 
nections is made to these earl?o% elec- 
TikIoh and oleetrle arcs are maintained 
between the lower end of each -elec¬ 
trod e nnd the molten Slag in the fur- 
liUs producing the necessary 
heat. This form of furnace has been 
found to he.xefcy_auTtabTe for the sec-' 
ond of the above processes, that is, the 
one in which pig iron afid scrap steel 
are melted together and refined until 
pure enough to convert Into cast steel. 

An entirely different form of furnace 
J lias been devised in which no elec¬ 
trodes are required. This furnace con¬ 
sists of an annular shaped trough con¬ 
fining the steel. This ring of steel 
acts as the secondary of an electrical 
transformer. An nit.mating current la 
"upplled to a primary winding, nnd the 
ring of steel both encircle an iron core, 
is in the ordinary transformer. The 
alternating current In the primary clr- 
•’uH-Hnduoe* a very large alternating 
current In the secondary circuit, that- 
J s, In the ring of steel, and In this way 
enough heat is produced to melt the 
steel. This type of furnace has been 
constructed lately In somewhat- large 
sizes holding as much as 8 tons-of steel 
and consuming 1.000 electrical h.p. It 
is apparently well suited for the first 
mentioned process, that of m elting 
down pure variedes of iron and steel, 
just as in the crucible process. 

Thv* amount of energy needed _In 

these furnacfR-amounts to about 800 or 
900 K—Wr hours per ton of steel, using 
cold stock, or 600 or 700 K. W. hours 
-Whetf tW pig iron, which usually form 
part of the charge. Is supplied molten. 
This amount of Electrical energy would 
cost more than the coal used in pro¬ 
ducing the same amount of steel in tho 
open hearth furnace, hut the resulting 
steel Is far morevaluable than the 
open hearth steel. 

The above short account of the pro¬ 
duction of crucible steel in the electric 
furnace has been introduced, as this 
it the only commercial process fey the 
production of iron or steel, which!is at 
present in operation.

In this furnace It Is pos¬ 
sible to reduce the ore. to metal and to 
remove an yHmt ra r l ttcs, such trr iotptnrf 
and phosphorus, although,ftarnano did 
not actually demonstrate this as the 
I ores he employed wefe very pure. The 
method of heating the ere Is. however, 
uneconomical, and It was not to be ex¬ 
pected that commercial results could be 
obtained. §la»san<» still experiments 
with his furnace, but no longer uses It 
for direct reduction of the ore. 

Steel has also been obtained directly 
from the ore by Dr. Heroult in his elec¬ 
tric furnace mentioned in the early pan 
of this paier. bu» ne found the process 
uneconomical und preferred to use pig 
and scrap as the materials for making 
fc-tecE In hia furnace. Experiments irr 
the laboratory have beep made at dif¬ 
ferent times with a view to the direct 
reduction of Iron ore to steel. In this 
connection may be mentioned the ex¬ 
periments of Ml iw>rs. Brown and Lathe 
in the metallurgical laboratory at Me-' 
Gill, which were described In the last 
number of the Institute Journal. These 
experiments are being continued this 
year and the writer hopes to be able to 
communicate some interesting results 
at a later dute. 

In operation for the direct reduction 
of iron ore tu steel the following dlffi- 
culEi sr.uuld borne tn mfndr 

1. The difficulty of eliminating sul¬ 
phur where this is present in the ore, 
the blasr furnace producing pig iron 
being fa: mort efficient in this particu¬ 
lar than a steel furnace, such as the 
open hearth. It may possibly be neces¬ 
sary on this account, only to use ore 
that is relatively free from sulhpur in 
the direct production of steel. 

2. Another difficulty lies in the Hit. 
ferent conditions required for the re¬ 
duction of the ore and the final refining 
treatment to which the resulting steel 
must be subjected. Thus the operation 
of making steel must always be inter¬ 
mittent in character, while the reduc¬ 
tion of ore in the blast furnace is a 
continuous operation. 

Until these and other difficulties have 
been overcome, it Is not likely that we 
shall have any successful production of 
steel directly from iron ore on a com¬ 
mercial scale. Nevertheless, the high 
price of steel as compared with pig 
Iron renders this proposition particu¬ 
larly attractive to the electro-metallur¬ 
gist. At present the most satisfactory 
method appears to be that of reducing 
the ore to pig Iron ift one furnace, and 
turning thlg Into steef In

"I know wha t supreme interest you 
take In the work 1 represent,’’ said he. 
"Nearly every week a Canadian visits 
the Abbey and talks with me In my 
music room of the life and work of 
the little chorister boys. Many Cana¬ 
dians have there studied the classics 
of cathedral music.” He told them 
that the grand standard of church 
music to be found In English cathe¬ 
drals was much as their possession as 
that of the people of the Old Land. 
And he mentioned first Christopher 
Tye (1497-1572) and Tallis. "What.” 
he asked, "was Canada when these 
men wrote their anthems?" This 
splendid music, except for a short 
p e ri o d du ring the -Comm on w ealth, - had 
never ceased to reverberate along the 
aisles of our cathedrals. Even during 
that period. Richard Dearing had sung 
songs to Cromwell for his conaolatipn. 
Milton, the Protector's secretary, had 
described the beauties of cathedral 
music and had himself been "dissolved 
Into ecstacles." 

English. Supreme. 

With the Reformation had com? a 
great change In the religious services 
in England. Ho still recalled the 
Latin #vords of those services. The 
anthem proper was looked upon as the 
dlroct descendant of the old ecclesias¬ 
tical motet. He denied that Germany 
excelled England In church music; it 
might In orchestral or dramatic music. 
He went on to compliment the 
rhoira of Canada that have taken up 
the g^reatJKork oL producing cathedral 
music. *T have opened a book to 
them," said he. "which they them- 
selveq will never close." 

Congregation Thrilled. 

The musical portion of the evening's 
work opened with what the master 
described as a simple specimen of 
cathedral music at the time of Queen 
Elizabeth. It was Tye’s motet, "Laud- 
ate Nomen Domini"—"Oh. Come, ‘ Ye 
Servants of the Lord." It was origin 
ally aet to Latin words. Tye wai 
organist at the Abbey during Eliza¬ 
beth’s rein, and had converted several 
chapters of the Acts Into verse. His 
poetry was not as good as his music. 
Tallis came a little later than Tye— 
that was 100 years before Handel was 
bom. And, to the infinite delight of his 
hearers, the choir sang Tallis, "If Ye 
Love Me. Keep My Commandment! 
the hoys’ Velvet voices dying awi 
Into a whisper which thrilled the great 
congregation. The last time Sir Fred¬ 
erick heard It sung was on Maundy 
Thursday, before the Queen, the Em¬ 
press of Russia, and the royal children. 
His Qwn choir san* It. The composer. 
Tallis, had written responses, which are 
sung In all great cathedrals. At that 
time England took the lead. To Tallis 
ve owe that beautiful evening hymn 
and perfect canon, "Glory to Thee, My 
God, This Night." The hymn tune 
waa an Important part of the church 
service, although hot really admitted 
until an Injunction from Queen Elioa 
beth. 

Tribute to the Dead. 

Tha distinguished lecturer paid glow¬ 
ing tributes to Richard Hearing an§ 
orlando Gibbons, two men who, in the 
early part of the year 1700, contributed 
their genius to cathedral music. Hs, 
tire speaker, had been responsible for 
restoring Gibbons to the place he no# 
occupied. Gibbons had worked at Cant- 
erbury cathcdrxl »nd dJM there. A re- 


studied, followed, and the famous or¬ 
ganist took the opportunity to pay a 
high compliment to the choir engaged | 
in singing the selections made by him 
to Illustrate his lecture. He had been 
told there were no boys’ voices in Can¬ 
ada. but he had heard Inferior singing 
Ing in many churches In England. 8. S. 
Wesley (1816-1876) followed, and dur¬ 
ing the singing of "Blessed Be the God 
and Father." the doctor left the pulpit 
and walked to the hack of .the cathe¬ 
dral to observe the effect. It was Im¬ 
mense. "For all flesh Is as grass" 
mourned the deep voices of the men, 
but the triumphant shout of the boya 
followed quickly. "But the word of the 
Lord endureth forever." 

At the Coronation. 

With splendid modesty Sir Frederick 
asked the choir to sing his own 
homage anthem. "Kings shall see and 
rise." sung at the coronation service 
while the peers paid homage to King 
Edward. It proved to be a mighty 
effort and well worth ranking among 
the works of the great dead masters. 
And the del ightful. Inspiring ed ucat ive 
service came to a close with his own 
setting of Tennyson's "Crossing the 
Bar." sung over the open grave of the 
dead poet. 

I hope to see my pilot face to face 
When I have crossed the bar." 

With Its dying notes and his final 
words 81r Frederick Bridge left a light 
burning in St. James’ cathedral which 
Be hoped would never Be dimmed.
